1 here are great numbers of thefe trees in 
the woods about this village, which grow to the height of fixty 
lect ; fomc of them do not yield any of thc balfam ; thofe that 
do arc didinguilhed by a ridge, which runs along their trunks. 

I hefc trees are wounded in their centre, and they apply veflels 
to the wounded part, to receive the balfam, which will all flovV 
out in a (hort time. One of thefe trees will yield five or fix 
gallons of balfam.
